would compile statistics "showing con-'

: ANti FAIR BASIS SOLUTION 


OF THE INDUSTRIAL UNREST

declared to be tie only solution of tie 
present industrial unrest in a speech 
delivered at the annual meeting of 
the National Civic Federation hero 
la«t we«k by George "W. Perkins. 


Mr. Perkins said t>e was convinc- 


ed that labor was entirely willing 
that capital should have its "fair re- 
ward and proper protection" bxit that 
there were too many instances 
in 


•which capital had 
demanded "im- 


proper protection and' had taken ex- 
orbitant reward." 


At the same time Mr. Perkins de- 


nounced bonus systems 
as 
doing 


more harm than good and as stirring 
up trouble rather than alleviating iL 
The giving of bonuses, he claimed, 
caused employes to feel that the em- 
ployers were matae vast sums of 
money out of 
which 
a 
sop was 


thrown to them to bribe them into 
feeling kindly disposed to ward off 
a demand for a general increase In 
wages. 


As an alternative Mr. Perkins pro- 


posed a definite delailed scheme of 
profit-sharing which he said had been 
adopted by some 
companies 


which he was connected and 


with 
had 


proved most successful. He describ- 
ed this plan as follows: 


"First: Every business has, first 


of all, -to earn operating expenses, 
depreciation, and f;iir 
returns 
on 


honest capitalization. 


"Second: I believe 
that 
every 


business should consider 
that 
the 


compensation paid employes is for 
the purpose of earning a 
sum of 


money sufficient to pay the above- 
mentioned items. 


"Third: I believe that any profits 


over and above such sum should, on 
some percentage basis, 
be 
divided 


between the capital used in the busi- 
ness and the employes engaged in 
the business, 
. 
"Fourth: I believe that in neither 


case should these profits be immedi- 
ately withdrawn from the business; 
that they should be left in the busi- 
ness for a reasonable length of time, 
to protect and increase its financial 
strength and safety; that, in the case 
o£ capita^ its share of these profits

"Fifth: I believe that the employes'

much money "that he Is afraid to let 
even, his own employes

Would it not be better for him 
to use some intelligent foresight and i 
meet what clearly are to be the Im- 
mediate future demands 
of public 


opinion?" 


Mr. Perkins said that the history 


of the relations betwen 
labor 
and 


capital could be traced through the 
terms successively used to denote th« 
man. who Corked for a wage and the 
maa who paid the wage. First It was 
"owner and slave," then it became 
"master and man," today it is "em- 
ployer and employe" and tomorrow, 
Mr. Perkins declared he believed "it 
must he 'partners'," 
In conclusion 


he said; • 


"Since the beginning of time no 


country has ever had such an oppor- 
tunity to extend its trade, increase 
its prosperity and better the material 
condition of every one of its people as 
has the United States of America at 
this hour.

HISTORY OF STEEL 


IS A FASCINATING 
INDUSTRIAL STORY 


Two Men, TVorlcing in Different 


Countries, Make DiscoTery 


at Same Time. 


BOTH GET PATENTS IN U.S. 


Patent Office Holds Kelly to Be the 


Iirentor But IVorld WTCS Credit to 
Bessemer and Process is Samed for 
Hia; D. S. Makes Great Progress, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 —In view 


of the nation-wide attention now di- 
rected toward the strike of steel 
workers, the National Geographic so- 
ciety has issued a bulletin, based on 
a communication from William Joseph 
Showalter, concerning the making ot 
steel, -which he terms 
"industry's 
jreaust asset." Th<- fulletia follows: 


"The story of Bessemer steel is one 


of the fascinating chronicles of the in- 
dustrial world. It seem to have been 
one of those cases where two men 
irorkiag in different countries, each 
without knowledge of what the other 
was doing, reached the same conclu- 
sion about 'the same time. Both were 
(ranted American patents; but upon 
application for renewal, the Patent 
Office held Kelly to be the inventor. 
The world, however, gives the credit 
to Bessemer, and the process is known 
a* the Bessemer process. 


"K«lly was a maker of old-fashioned 


cooking pots and ke:tles. It is related 
that one day he was sitting in front 
of Iris furnace and ooserved a point of 
incandescence wheie there was no 
charcoal—only the metal and the air. 
This led him to contend that air alone 
would burr! out thu impurities from 
molten iron. When he developed his 


- tilting converter, his engineer blew 


such' a tremendous blast through the 
Urst charge that iron and all went up 
as sparks, to hie discomfiture and the 
crowd's amusement He finally suc- 
ceeded in getting the amount of air 
regulated, and poured out oC his con- 
verter the first Bessemer steel. People 
(aid Kelly would eoon be burning ice. 
Since his old converter was first used, 
billions of dollars' worth of steel has 
flowed out of the world's converters. 


"Both Kelly and Bessemer were 


baffled by the problem of regulating 
the supply of air so that it would not 
burn ont .all the carbon, a little of 
which is essential to steel. Further- 
more, their products frequently proved 
to be bnttle, owing to the fact that 
the molten metal absorbed oxygon 
from the air blast. The first difficulty 
was solved eventually by the expedi- 
ent of burning out practically all the 
carbon, 
then 
adding 
exactly 
the 


amount required for the specific qual- 
ity of steel desired. The second diffi- 
culty was overcome through the ad- 
dition of manganese to take care of 
the hurtful oxygen. The latter sug- 
gestion was the contribution of Rob- 
ert F. Muehet. a Scotch steel maker. 
Goransson, a Swedisti ironmaster, had 
previously achieved the same, results 
by nsing a pig iron initially rich tn 
•manganese. Thereafter underdone and 
overdone steel disappeared.

there is a battery of Bessemer con- 
verter is to see more 
heat 
than 


Dante ever pictured. A converter is 
a huge egg swung 'amidships' on trun- 
toons. Tie great fgs of steel lin°<! 


with fire-brick has the top. off. Some 
twenty tons of molten pig are poured 
into it, and then through some two 
hundred little holes in the bottom 
powerful engines pump in a stream 
of cold air. As the oxygon-laden air 
sweeps up through the molten iron, it 
touches the molten carbon and silicon, 
whioh. constitute the impurities, and 
carries them away. Millions' of red 
and whits parks fill the air, as if some 
demon within the fiery fluid were giv- 
ing a pyrotechnic performance. .A 
thousand engines, with 
safety-vales 


hissing under tremendous pressure, 
have the voice of a zephyr in com- 
parison. First the flame that pour 
forth is violet, 
then 
shades 
into 


orange, becomes a dazzling white, 
burning finally to a faint bine, which 
is a sign that all the impunties are 
gone, 


"Then the blast ceases, the carbon 


that is necessary to replace the need- 
ed portions burnt out is 'added, the 
great brick and steel egg swings back 
to position, the carbon is mned with 
the fervent fluid, and then ine egg 
tips over on its side, and out of the 
top flows the liquid steel into a great 
ladle. "When it is swung back Into 
position, a man with colored glasses 
walks out over the 
converter 
and 


peers down into its white-hot depths 
to see if the heat from the last charge 
has melted away ony of the fire-brick 
lining. 
If it has, he hnrls balls ot 


putty-like clay down into the holes 
to stop them up. or sets a crew—of 
workmen to patchmg the damaged 
shell. This done, the big egg swings 
back again, gets another charge of 
molten iron, and begins the process 
over again. The 
whole 
operation 


takes about 20 minutes—a ton of steel 
a minute. Bessemer steel is used for 
structural material, 
railroad 
rails, 


wire, and pipe. 


"In 1900 there was twice as much 


steel produced in the United States 
by the Bessemer as by the open-hearth 
process. But with the rapid exhaus- 
tion 
of 
ores having the proper 


amounts of phosphorus for converter 
practice, 
the open-hearth 
furnace, 


which can usa with equal success ores 
which contain either a large 
or a 


small amount of phosphorus, largely 
replaced the Bessemer converter."
